Where is the concern for our 
country, our world? If a smaill group of people can take 
the time to label our prominent political leaders as Com- 
munists, there should be resistance or at least interested 
objection. 

The majority of Maine's college and high school stu- 
dents are so wrapped up in their immediate problems and 
worlds that they have time for little else, namely their 
own country <and its problems. Are these the future Head- 
ers of our country? 

It’s not the fact that Maine students are merely 
conservative; it’s the fact that most of them just aren t 
anything! To be a conservative and believe in conserva- 
tism is one thing; to be a conservative out of habit is an- 
other. Where is the interes-t, the drive toward political sup- 
port of any idea or opposition to any idea? 

Certainly this lack of interest doesn't exist solely 
in Maine; however, interest seems to be gaining a firmer 
foothold in other, more progressive states. 

Take the example of the cold war. The American pub- 
lic must be aware that there is such a war goling on, yet 
they refuse to accept the fact, and there is little or no re- 
action from most. Is this the kind of spirit that won Am- 
erica its freedom and promoted such organizations as the 
Sons of Liberty to come into existence? Is this the kind of 
spirit with which we guard our country, our freedom, our 
very lives?

BOOK REVIEW 

“To Kill a Mockingbird” 
by Harper Lee 

Harper Lee has scored a 
best seller and Pulitzer Prize 
winner with her novel “To 
Kill a Mockingbird.” 

All the events are seen 
through a wide-eyed eight 
year old, Scout (Jean Lou- 
ise) Finch, who categorizes 
the adult world with start- 
ling accuracy. Scout and her 
older brother, Jim, live in 
Maycomb, Alabama, with 
their lawyer father, Atticus. 

The time is the Depression 
Era when race riot is run- 
ning strong, but Jim and 
Scout are busy with child- 
hood pursuits — dramatizing 
the mystery of Boo Radley, 
cutting down ugly Mrs. Du- 
bosi's shrubbery, having 
cake with Miss Maudie, and 
hating school. 

Shortly, however, racial 
discrimination catches up 
with them, revealing inci- 
dents which detract from the 
innocence of childhood. At- 
ticus, wbo is a man of prin- 
ciples ‘with a long line of 
Finch family principles be- 
hind him, is chosen by the 
district judge to use his skill 
in defending a Negro. 

The action is swift mov- 
ing, and saved from disaster 
Only through Atticus' un- 
failing good will and broad- 
minded attitude where his 
children are concerned. Scout 
will always remember her 
father's warning that it is a 
sin to kill a mockingbird, be- 
cause mockingbirds harm no 
One and give great pleasure 
. . . .and so it will to you. 

Mitch.” 

Finally, there is the some- 
what smaller classical and 
semi-classical group which is 
most often heard playing: 
“1812 Overture”; “Tchaikov- 
sky's Concerto No. 1; “In the 
Latin American Flavor” ;
